Notes From D.A. 


By Hugh McPhail 


Fall is an excellent time to con- 
trol cattle lice. Livestock going in- 
to feed lot or winter quarters can 
then be sprayed and the work 
completed in good weather. But 
pests do not consider man's con- 
venience by appearing only in the 
fall, so the thing to do is to kill 
them wherever and whenever they 
are found. 

R. H. Painter of the Livestock In- 
sect Laboratory at Lethbridge has a 
word about this. With the arrival 
of cold weather a little more care is 
needed, he says. Dusting is a use- 
fu) cold weather practice, but if the 
cattle can be comfortably housed 
following treatment there is no ob- 
jection to spraying at this time. A 
spray of 360 to 400 lbs. pressurse is 
recommended, but if a sprayer is 
not available or few cattle are 
to be treated the insecticide can be 
applied with ‘pail and scrub brush. 

For beef cattle. lindane and DDT 
are useful insecticides. A 50 per 
cent lindane wettable powder at 
one-half pound in 80 gallons of

water makes a suitable spray. An- 
other can be made by mixing eight 
pounds of wettable 60 per cent DDT 
powder in 80 gallons of water. 
DDT may also be applied to beef 
cattle as a 5 per cent dust if they 
are not intended for immediate 
slaughter. Be sure to cover thor- 
oughly any place where lice are 
present. 

Mr. Paintetd cautions against the 
use of DDT on dairy cattle. Meth- 
oxychlor is the preferred insecticide 
here. Eight pounds of 60 per cent 
wettable methoxychlor powder in 
80 gallons of water is the amount 
recommended. Rotenone and pyre- 
none sprays are also effective, or 
rotenone may be used in the form 
of warble powder. 

Whatever the type of insecticide 
used, two treatments two weeks 
apart, are required. No insecticide 
can be relied on to kill both lice and 
eggs. The first treatment kills the 
lice present; the second kills the 
later hatch. 

Use all insecticides with care. 
Some are less harmful than others, 
but it is an excellent safety habit to 
read the manufacturer's directions 
before using and to follow those 
directions faithfully.

3. A planning now tor Christmas 
hospitality that does not include 
the use of beer, wine and spirituous 
liquors and liquers in order that 
Christmas 1953 may not be a repli- 
ca of the drunken orgy so revolt- 
ingly characteristic of many Cana- 
dian house, office and hotel cele- 
brations in 1952. 

4. A program of Christmas music 
and carols, of religious services and 
meditations, of old time friendship 
renewals and all related endeavors 
that present and exalt the spiritual 
truths so deeply related to the ob- 
servance of our Saviour’s birth 

Let us help to make the Thursday, | 
Christmas Eve, to Monday, Dec. 28, | 
a long weekend of gratetful re- 
membrance to God for the gift of 
His Son. Let it not be a time for 
record high accidents on our 
nighways. quarrels in our homes, 
and new headaches and heartaches 
in factories and offices.” 

It is an admitted fact that telling 
people what they ought to do does 
not make them want to do it.

The seventh annual meeting of 
the Western Canadian Weed Con- 
trol Conference was held in Ed- 
monton the last week in Novem- 
ber. Some 250 delegates from 
Canada, the US, Great Britain 
and New Zealand were present. 
Various aspects of weed control 
were discussed and many reports 
given by men who are experts in 
their line. 

Reports were given on results ob- 
tained from the use of the newer 
herbicidal chemicals. Just to name 
a few of them: MC.P., T.C.A.,, 
L.P.C., M.H. and many others. These 
short abbreviations probably mean 
nothing to the average layman. 
But they are much newer than 
2,4-D and, properly used, are ac- 
complishing miracles in weed con- 
trol on certain of the more sensi- 
tive field crops. It was pointed out 
that the No. 1 weed problem now 
centres around the wild oat. Ex- 


; cept for some sections within the 


drier parts of the Palliser triangle. 
In Central and Northern Saskat- 
chewan and spilling into Alberta, 
toad flax is the cause of much con- 
cern. Wild mustard, so common a 
few years ago, has taken a bad lick- 
ing from 2,4-D, as have a good 
many of the broad-leaved weeds. 
M.C.P. was recommended for the 
more sensitive crops as oats, flax, 
alfalfa, clovers and peas. It is 
better than 2,4-D when used on 
hemp nettle and tall buttercup. 
Storng warning was given to 
users of 2,4-D and allied chemicals, 
in that great care is needed to pre- 
vent drift; the amine rather than 
the ester was recommended in and 
around where horticultural crops 
are grown.

PIPE ORGAN TO BE 
DEDICATED AT REDEEMER 
LUTHERAN CHURCH 


A special dedicatory service will 
be held at Redeemer Lutheran 
Church on Sunday, Nov. 20, begin- 
ning at 8 p.m. Ln this service, the 
newly-acquired pipe organ will be 
dedicated to the glory of God. Mr. 
D, Stuart Kennedy, organist of Mt. 
Calvary Lutheran Church, Calgary, 
will serve as organist. 

The pipe organ is a Hinners and 

| Albertsen product made in Pekin, 
Illinois. There are 286 pipes, some 
of metal and others of wood. The 
smallest metal pipe is about seven 
uuhes long and quarter inch in 
diameter. The largest is of wood, 
8 inches square and 9 feet long. 

These pipes are set out in four 
ranks. The organ has the follow- 
ing stops: 8’ open Diapason Treble 
and 8' open Diapson Bass; 4 Prin- 
cial Treble and 4’ Principal Baas; 
8 Melodia Treble and 8' Melodia 
Bass; 8' Gamba Treble and 8' Gam- 
ba Bass. The pedal board connects 
the 16’ Bourdon. There is also a 
swell control foot pedal. The organ 
has a Straight pedal keyboard and 
one manual. It is a Tracker- 
action organ and as far as can be 
ascertained it is the first of its 

| kind in Alberta. 


The organ was bought from 86t. 
Paul's Lutheran Church, Luzerne, 
Iowa. A commttee of three mem- 
bers went to Luzerne and took the 
organ apart. Mr. E. Pieper, Mr. F. 
| Befus and Rev, E. B. Fox were the 
members of the committee. They 
travelled 3,150 miles in 10 days. 
| My. Pieper and Rev. Fox, with 
the help of other members of the 
congregation, rebuilt the organ. 
The wood case was entirely re- 
| finished and the organ actions 
were checked. Last Friday evening, 
Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Houghton, of 
| Calgary, began tuning the organ at 
| aenee 8 p.m. and continued until 
| 3:30 a.m. Saturday morning. There 
| is no debt on the organ.
